Faculty members considering research into British Columbia's 
history and related fields are invited to use the resources of the 
University's social sciences research centre (Argyle 3). DR. R. H. ROY 
(department of history), chairman of the committee administering the 
centre, reports that excellent progress is being made with several 
projects, including a bibliography of B. C. history that will be the 
first of its kind. The social sciences research committee includes 
representatives from the faculty of education and the departments of 
anthropology and sociology, geography, history, economics and political 
science, linguistics, and psychology. 


DR. E. A. KEEN (department of geography) has agreed to write 
a section of an experimental publication planned by the Association of 
American Geographers for secondary-school use. His section will deal 
with the geography of Japan, using new teaching techniques. The project, 
scheduled for completion in June, 1967, calls for the testing of 
materials in U. S. and Canadian secondary schools during the 1966-67 
school year.

Thor Heyerdahl, famous explorer and anthropologist, has just 
ended a visit to British Columbia to examine archaeological findings 
here. The author of Kon Tiki and Aku Aku met with DR. R. B. LANE 
(department of anthropology and sociology) and DR. B. H. FARRELL 
(department of geography) on matters relating to Pacific prehistory and 
the movement of men and ideas into the islands of the Pacific. 


DR. D. V. ELLIS (department of biology) has been awarded a 
research grant of $1,760 by the National Museum of Canada to undertake 
a biological study of clams of the genus Macoma . The project, in which 
a graduate student will also be engaged, will provide the first detailed 
study under Dr. Ellis's current program of research into animal life on 
the sea bottom.
